Graduation  Exercises 

On  Saturday  evening,  April  13,  the  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Academy  Glee  Club  appeared 
in  the  second  annual  concert  of  The  New 
England  Preparatory  School  Music  Festival 
Chorus  at  Symphony  Hall,  Boston.  Dr. 
Archibald  T.  Davison  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity conducted  the  Chorus,  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  Orchestra  provided 
the  accompaniment.  The  program  included: 
In  Windsor  Forest,  a  cantata  arranged  by 
Vaughan  Williams  from  his  own  opera  Sir 
John  in  Love;  Handel's  U  Allegro,  a  setting 
for  Milton's  poem;  and  four  chorales  har- 
monized by  Johann  Sebastian  Bach.  The 
auditorium  of  Symphony  Hall  was  well- 
filled  for  the  concert,  about  2,000  persons 
attending. 

Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager,  director  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer's  Glee  Club,  acted  as  business 
manager  for  the  committee  in  charge  of 
preparations  for  the  concert.  The  Festival 
Chorus  included  the  glee  clubs  of  the  follow- 
ing schools:  Beaver  Country  Day  School; 
Dana  Hall;  Walnut  Hill  School;  Milton 
Academy;  Phillips  Academy,  Andover;  Phil- 
lips Exeter  Academy;  and  Governor  Dum- 
mer Academy. 


DAVID  MORTON  ADDRESSES 

ACADEMY  AND  GUESTS 


Mr.  David  Morton,  former  Amherst  pro- 
fessor and  'poet  laureate'  of  New  England, 
spoke  to  the  students,  faculty  and  guests  of 
the  Academy  in  the  Cobb  Room  on  Friday 
evening,  April  26.  He  chose  as  his  topic  the 
curious  irrelevancy  of  lyric  poetry  con- 
sidered in  the  light  of  contemporary  circum- 
stances. By  seeking  inspiration  in  the  hum- 
blest aspects  of  our  lives,  the  lyric  poet 
achieves  in  his  work  a  timelessness  akin  to 
the  basic  order  of  our  world.  In  the  poet's 
words: 

"How  now,  the  irrelevant  daffodil, 
The  ignorant  crocus,  as  of  old, 
The  sweet  bird  calling  from  the  hill? 
These,  it  must  be,  were  not  told."

Mr.  Boone  stated  that  there  is  a  great 

deal  of  life  which  is  just  plain  drudgery.  We 

must  learn  to  take  the  pleasant  with   the 

unpleasant  and  do  our  jobs  even  when  they 

grow  monotonous.  He  also  pointed  out  that, 

in  order  to  keep  our  ideals  alive,  we  must  be 

willing  to  sacrifice  some  things,   and  that 

we  can  only  become  distinguished  persons 

if  we  keep  ourselves  at  the  top  level  of  our 

abilities.

Mr.  Baldwin  spoke  of  the  importance  of 
the  individual.  In  the  modern  trend  toward 
collectivism  we  are  often  inclined  to  feel 
that,  as  individuals,  we  are  of  little  import- 
tance.  We  do,  however,  count  a  great  deal  to 
ourselves,  to  our  families,  to  our  school,  and 
to  the  world.  Only  by  realizing  this  and  do- 
ing our  best  to  be  worthwhile  can  we  suc- 
cessfully play  our  part  in  life. 


»  Dr.  Park  said  that  this  is  not  the  century 
of  the  'common  man'  as  it  is  often  called. 
It  is  the  century  of  the  'uncommon  man/ 
Each  of  us  is  unique  and  wants  to  be  con- 
sidered so.  As  individuals  we  cannot  be 
duplicated.  We  must  preserve  our  individu- 
ality and  strive  to  avoid  becoming  common. 
This  we  can  achieve  by  participating  un- 
selfishly in  our  communities,  by  putting  ad- 
venture before  security,  and  by  making 
goodwill  the  basis  for  our  relationships  with 
other  people.

Dr.  Barstow  spoke  of  Easter  as  symbolic 
of  the  resurrection  of  our  civilization. 
Europe  today  is  trying  to  pull  herself  to- 
gether after  a  fourfold  destruction,  des- 
truction of  life  and  property,  of  social 
organization,  of  economic  stability,  and  of 
spiritual  values.  Through  the  shadow  of  this 
hell  on  earth  there  shines  a  ray  of  hope,  the 
hope  for  a  new  Easter.  As  Americans  we  are 
in  a  good  position  to  make  this  ray  of  hope 
expand  into  the  full  light  of  a  new  day,  not 
only  for  Europe,  but  for  the  world.

Dr.  Herrick  called  for  the  education  of  the 
heart  as  well  as  the  mind.  He  said  few  of  us 
realize  what  it  is  to  be  hungry.  Boys  are 
hungry  all  the  time,  but  not  with  the  stark 
hunger  which  now  prevails  over  much  of  the 
world.  Not  by  brilliant  intellects  but  by  open 
hearts  and  hands  will  the  peace  be  won.  We 
must  share  all  that  we  can  if  we  are  to  justify 
and  maintain  our  self-respect.  The  needs  of 
the  world  lie  exposed.  We  must  answer  them 
willingly  and  proudly.  This  is  America's 
debt  to  mankind.

Those  fellows  who  like 
to  hike  or  bicycle  or  make  amateur  photo- 
graphic expeditions  will  find  the  neighbor- 
hood well  equipped  for  their  hobbies.  In  the 
late  spring  and  early  fall  swimming  is  avail- 
able in  several  nearby  places. 

The  school  itself  is  thoroughly  prepared 
to  meet  the  pastime  requirements  of  the 
fellows.  Golf  fans  will  find  the  school  links 
excellent.  The  rifle  range  attracts  large 
numbers  of  students  every  weekend.  The 
tennis  courts  are  well  frequented  by  aspiring 
racqueteers.  And  all  the  athletic  fields  and 
other  school  grounds  are  at  the  disposal  of 
those  who  seek  less  formal  outdoor  activities. 
For  those  who  find  their  pleasure  indoors, 
the  radio  in  the  school  store  is  always 
ready  to  oblige  with  a  double-header  base- 
ball event,  or  music  or  other  entertainment. 
The  school  pianos  are  available  at  all  times 
for  practice  or  pleasure,  and  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  phonograph  and  record  library 
give  music  lovers  a  further  chance  to  satisfy 
their  inner  longings.  The  browsing  library  in 
the  Cobb  Room  has  a  wide  variety  of  books 
calculated  to  suit  all  kinds  of  fellows  in  all 
kinds  of  moods.  Those  who  prefer  to  bring 
their  athletics  indoors  may  repair  to  the 
game  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Phillips 
Building  and  there  while  away  the  time  at 
billiards  or  pingpong. 

With  spring  in  the  air  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  more  and  more  fellows  will  make  use 
of  the  outdoor  facilities  of  the  school  and 
of  the  neighborhood.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
weather  conditions  sometimes  prevent  us 
from  going  out,  we  have  still  a  wide  choice 
of  wavs  in  which  to  spend  our  free  time.
